More than this, Illinois Executive is keep- 
ing his reasons for his refusal a dark se- 
cret and says he doesn’t think he should 
ever be asked for them. The suave, 
portly, handsome and alert Mrs. Goulding 
is. in Peoria and like her Gubernatorial 
champion is saying nothing. On this line, 
if on no other, they seem to agree. 

In the meantime the State comity is 
thrown to the dogs. Precedence and regu- 
lar and reputable proceedings are utterly 
disregarded and disposed of by determina- 
tion of the Governor of Illinois to protect 
the adventurous Alice from the possible 
consequences of her trial for criminal con- 
duct in her St. Louis career during which 
she obtained $185 worth of goods from the 
Wm.

The truth of the charge cannot be 
fairly ascertained, except by judicial in- 
vestigation. The laws of the United States 
provide that when the executive authority 
of any. State demands a fugitive from jus- 
tice of the aaacutive authority of another 
State, and produces a copy of an indictment 
or an affidavit before a magistrate, charg- 
ing the person demanded with having com- 
mitted a felony, etc., it shall be the duty of 
the executive authority of the State to 
which such person has fled to cause such 

reson to be arrested, etc. I do not, of 
— deny, but, on the contrary, I affirm, 
the right of an executive upon whom a 
demand is made to refuse to honor a requi- 
sition if the facts are such in his judgment 
as to make that course judicious and proper. 
It is a matter which addresses itself largely 
to the discretion of every chief executive. 
But I submit that a proper administration 
of the criminal laws, the preservation of 
public order and private right, and the 
mainten&nce of that comity which shoul’? 
always be observed between the States 
make it of the highest importance that 
requisitions in due form of law should be 
honored. They ought not to be denied, ex- 
cept for reasons of the most convincing 
and commanding character. I attribute to 
your excellency only the best of motives in 
withholding your warrant. I am sure it its 
-your desire to co-operate with the author- 
ities of this State in matters of this kind, 
and I persuade myself that when the new 
matter herewith transmitted has been duly 
considered you will feel disposed to recog- 
nize the right of this State to recover ju- 
riediction of the person of the fugitive in 
question.

We shall go on making 
our requisitions on your office, as hereto- 
fore, and will thank your Excellency for re- 
fusing to honor any requisition in connéc- 
tion with which it may be shown that the 
primary purpose of the prosecution is one 
which the dignity of your State forbids you 
to assist in carrying out.

DEAR SIR—I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your Excellency's 
letter of the 18th inst. nasmuch as you 
advise that your present action is final 
in the case, a reply to your communica- 
tion might be deemed unnecessary; but, 
although I can not, in view of your dec- 
laration above quoted, hope to induce you 
to — your position in the present in- 
stance, still regard the subject matter 
ot our correspondence of sufficient itmport- 
ance to warrant some response to your 
letter, for I would not have my silence m- 
terpreted as an agreement to the accuracy 
of your position. Unquestionably the _ren- 
dition of fugitives in interstate extradition 
proceedings is something which in 
measure addresses itself to executive dis- 
cretion. Perhaps it would be more accurate 
to say that the rendition of a fugitive in 
response to a recquisition is someth 
which addresses itself to the judgment 
the Executive upon whom demand is

I do not 
contend, as some have, that the duty of

law all are inder obligations to observe 
and enforce. It is not purely a matter of 
voluntary favor or of arbitrary discretion, 
but of legal obligation and official duty. 
uestions as to the guilt or innocence of 
the accused, as to his receiving a fair trial 
upon his return and other questions of like 
import, can not properly be made the sub- 
ject of executive inquiry. Any contention 
that they can be is, in my opinion, wholly 
inconsistent with the constitutional provis- 
ion. A distinguished writer on the law of 
extradition says: 

“The theory that, a legal demand having 
been made, the executive authority to whom 
it is presented may inquire into the circum- 
stances of the case and, in accordance with 
his notions of policy, of expedience, of pro- 

riety, or of the merits of the demand, re- 

use to grant it, is open to the following ob- 
jections: 1. It is inconsistent with the man- 
datory provision of the Constitution. 2. It 
is inconsistent with the act of Congress. 3. 
It involves the exercise by the Executive of 
one State of a supervision over the criminal 
procedure of other States. 4. It violates 
that clause of the Constitution which re- 
quires that ‘full faith and credit be given 
in each State to the public acts, records 
and judicial proceedings of every other 
State.” 6. It enfeebles the administration 
of justice by rendering it uncertain, in that 
it substitutes for a rule of law the will or 
caprice of an individual. 6. It permits the 
authorities of the demanding State to be 
put upon trial on a charge of bad faith. 
7. It gives rise to recriminations, creates 
resentments and fosters ill-will, and thus 
revents the realization of that ‘more per- 
ect Union,’ which the Constitution was 
designed to secure. 8 For the reason that 
it substitutes Will for law, admits an in- 
quiry into motives and puts the demand- 
ing authorities on trial, it renders the re- 
lations of the States in respect to the de- 
livery of offenders less intimate and de- 
sirable than those of foreign nations bound 
by treaty. 

And I may add that such a theory, if cor- 


rect, would excuse, if it did not justify, 


an Executive upon whom demand is made 
to pass upon any phase of the case which 
the fugitive might present upon an ex parte 
showing without giving the authorities of 
the demanding State any hearing what- 
ever. I cannot yield assent to that theory. 
When a crime has been committed and 
an indictment found and where there is no 
vestion as to the flight of the accused, I 
think the State whose laws are violated has 
at least a prima facie right under the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States to 
have the fugitive delivered on demand; and 
before that prima facie case is overcome 
and that right denied, the reasons therefor 
should be given and the demanding State 
accorded a hearing. I presume if the Exec- 
utive upon whom demand is made refuses 
to surrender the fugitive, that is the end of 
the matter. There is no remedy. As for 
myself, I have never peremptorily refused 
to issue a warrant upon the requisition of 
another Executive, although in a proper 
case I would not hesitate to do so. On 
such occasions I have withheld my warrant 
and promptly informed the Executive mak- 
ing the uisition why I thought his demand 
should not be complied with, but should be 
withdrawn. I have always deemed it in- 
cumbent upon me in such cases to fully 
state the facts upon which I based my 
objections, and to invite the Executive ad- 
dressed to submit any proofs, or to make 
any statement of his views he might desire. 
This I have done more as a matter of duty 
under the law, as I inte t it, than as an 
act of simple courtesy. In every instance, 
save one, the demanding Governor, after 
full discussion and reconsideration, with- 
drew his ne 1 and in the one case 
excepted, although the demand was not 
formally withdrawn, the force of the ob- 
jection was admitted. In that case the 
alleged fugitive had not been within the 
demanding State, and I contended that he 
could not be lawfully extradited on con- 
structive flight. When first advised by 
your Secretary that your Excellency was 
not disposed to s der Mrs. Gou F. 1 
supposed the failure to state the reasons 
therefor, with the facts upon which. they 
were „ was an oversight of the Sec-

It Is Now Believed That All Those Who 
Were in the Mine at the Time 
Have Been Taken Out. 


LOS CERRILLOS, N. M., Feb. 28.—At 
3 p. m. to-day it was believed that all the 
victims of the White Ash Mine explosion 
had been taken out of the mine. The dead

was pitiful. 

Up to 5 o’clock the gas continued to pour 
forth from the single opening in the mine 
in such volumes as to make the progress of 
the rescuers very difficult, but an hour later 
the noxious vapor cleared away and the 
work of recovering the dead bodies proved 
more successful. 

One of the rescued, John Stupes, says 
that he heard the explosion, and himself and 
five comrades started for the main slope, 
but could not get out, and retreated back

NO SHAM RELIEF. 

The thrusting aside of the Baskett fel- 
low servant bill to clear the way for a pill 
drawn by John H. Carroll, the lobbyist 
of the Burlington Railroad, is most dis- 
creditable to the Missouri State Senate. 

A fellow servant bill framed or inspired 
by Carroll would be, to say the least, 
open to suspicion. Mr. Carroll is the paid 
attorney of a great railway system with 
thousands of employes to deal with. His 
special duty is to see that no measure 
not in the interest of his railroad shall 
become a law. His arduous labors dur- 
ing this and other sessions of the Legis- 
lature have been devoted to the task of 
keeping the Legislature from making any 
law unfavorable to railroads. He is one 
of the last men to entrust with the fram- 
ing of a law to establish justice between 
railroad corporations and their employes. 

Missouri laborers have been oppressed 
by a Supreme Court ruling on the fellow 
servant question. The wage earners have 
appealed to the Legislature in vain to 
remedy this injustice. But it is better 
that the law should stand as it is than 
that it should be so changed as-to post- 
pone further effort.and yet accomplish 
nothing substantial in the way of relief.

AN EFFECTUAL REMEDY. 
In granting an application for a change 
of venue Judge Dillon is quoted as de- 
nouncing the practice as a mockery of 
justice and declaring that many of thę 
men who make affidavits in such applica- 
tions could be convicted of perjury. 
Abuses of the change of venue law have 
been so notoriously obstructive of the 
ends of justice that there is a strong sen- 
timent in favor of a radical amendment 
of thelaw. But the law embodies a priv- 
llege of great value to litigants and to 
those on trial for crime, and the amend- 
ing of it so as to cut off opportunity for 
abuse while preserving unimpaired the 
right to a change of venue under proper 
conditions is a task of great delicacy 
and difficulty. 
Judge Dillon's remarks are welcome, 
therefore, as an excellent suggestion of 
an tasy and effectual method of checking 
abuses without tampering with the law. 
Flimsy affidavits in support 6f change of 
venue applications are fit subjects for 
Grand-jury investigation. It is the spe- 
cial duty of the Grand-jury to see that 
the laws are not abused by false swearing 
and corrupt practices. It is the duty of 
the Circuit Attorney to call attention ‘to 
such abuses. 
A few convictions for perjury on false 
affidavits in change of venue cases would 
render the amendment of the law unnec- 
essary. There is ample law to protéct 
this law from abuse if it were fearlessly 
enforced.

His body is wea 
but his mind and courage are strong, 

“I have five brothers in Cuba, and they 
all went through the last revolution. The 
soldiers then had to fight without food or 
clothes, and all their ammunition they 
captured from the Spaniards. My brother 
Jose was captured then, but was spa ex-

4 Geod Supply of Everything But 
Peaches May Be Expected. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. %.—Sec- 
retary Goodman, of the State Horticultural 
Society, says of the fruit crop: 

The cold of Feb. 7 and 8 was extended 
and severe. The thermometer varied from 12 
degrees to 22 degrees below zero. Otrenge 
to say, some of the reports from the south- 
ern part of the State indicated greater cold 
then in the central and Northern rt of the 

tate. The condition of all fruit trees 
seemed to very good indeed up to that 
time and the gradual cold weather seemed 
favorable for a crop of fruit, but, in spite 
of it all, the cold caused severe damage to 
many of our fruits. The long, dry weather 
of the winter necessary weakened the vi- 
tality of the trees, and they were not able 
to withstand the cold. Peaches seldom stand 
de s below zero without the fruit 
buds being destroyed, and this instance is 


no exception. 

The raspherry cr is badly injured by 
drouth and severe cold. Strawberries were 
not injured by drouth and there will be a 
fair crop. Blackberries are in good and 
grapes in splendid condition. Cherries and 
plume are diy injured in localities, but 
still there will be a good crop. Apple trees 
were never better. Pear buds are in good 
condition and on the whole we may safely 
predict a good supply of all but peaches.”
